and beer and three slot machines. 
Beck was arraigned before J u s ­ 
tice J. U. Appier on charges of 
illegal posjession of spiritous liq­ 
uors and m a in lin in g and operat­ 
ing gambling devices, 
and 
was 
committed to jail in default of $ l r 
300 bail on the two counts. 
Acting at the direction of the 
district atto rn ey ’s office. Sergeant 
Joseph Merrifield and Trooper C. 
B. Robenolt, of the local sub-sta­ 
tion of state pol Ye, visited "The 
lue Goose” about 9 o’clock, S a t­ 
urday evening, and searched the 
place. 
About 50 bottles of al­ 
leged home-brew beer and a half 
gallon of supposed "hard liquor” 
were found by the officers in the 
kitchen. 
A number of persons in the din­ 
ing room, quenching thirsts with 
some of the beer, were not molest­ 
ed, but departed faster than they 
bad arrived, fearing 
that 
they 
might be called later as witnesses 
against the proprietor. ‘T h e Blue 
Goose” ii said to have been fre­ 
quented by numerous residents of 
G ettysburg and Hanover. 
Three slot machines, two oper­ 
ated with nickels and 
the* oth'-r 
with quarters, were seised by the 
raiders. 
The machines, valued at 
/J o re than $100 each, were just 
J ’centiy 
installed, the proprietor 
told the officers. 
The machines 
were the kind th a t returned money 
to the players whenever a winning 
combination aoponred. 
The alleged “ beer and whiskey 
and the gambling 
device*1 W^be 
brought to the sub-station of the 
state police, and will he disposed 
of later under an order from the 
court.

Friendship Lands at Wales 
With First Woman to Cross 
Atlantic Ocean in Plane 


Miss Earhart And Stultz Pilot Large Hydro­ 
plane To Burryport; Were In Flight 
Over 22 Hours, Bucking Severe 
Rain And Bad Weather Over 
Entire Way. 


London, June 18.— (A P)—The trans-atUatic ■ •> • 
plane Friendship, carrying the first woman ev«r t# span 
the Atlantic by air, landed at Burryport, Wales, at 12:40 
p. rn., today, 22 hours and 40 minutes after taking off 
from Trepassey, Newfoundland. 
The plane which had been sighted 75 miles west of 
Ireland by steamer America landed in Burry inlet be* 
cause of a shortage of fuel. 
Wilmer Stultz, the pillit, 
brought his ship down without difficulty close to the 
shore. 
In Good Spirits 
Miss Amelia Earhart, Boston social worker and co­ 
pilot of the plane, landed with her companions in a motor 
boat which set out from the coast guard station. 
The crew of the 
Friendship which includes Louis 
Gordon, mechanic, was in the best of spirits and looked 
none the worst for their flight across almost 2,000 miles 
of ocean, stretching between Newfoundland and Great 
Britain. 
Had Bad Weather 
Although the plane settled down in a swampy region 
it was not long before hundreds of spectators were on 
the scene. 
Crowds rushed by foot and motor to the 
port and the nearby city of Llanelly gave the aviators 
a great reception. 
Stultz told the Associated Press that the plane had 
been forced to land because of a shortage of fuel. 
He 
said that bad weather and a heavy mist accompanied the 
ship the greater part of the journey while rain was al­ 
most incessant.

Burryport, Wales, June 18.— (A P )—“I am very glad 
we have done it and very happy we landed,’* Miss Amelia 
Earhart said to a correspondent of the Associated Priss 
as she stepped from the monoplane Friendship.
